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Farmers’ market lacking in community interest

The Didsbury Farmers’ 
Market has come to a close 
along with the summer. 

Though the market did 
relatively well, Bob 
Davidson, the manager of 
the market, said it could 
have been better. 

“It never does as well as 
you hope,” said Davidson. 
"It was actually not too bad. 
It certainly grew towards 
the end, though it would 
have been nice to go a little 
longer." 

The last market was held 
on Sept. 30. 

He said there was a lot of 
good produce near the end 
of September with the fruit 
truck shipping in scrump¬ 
tious goods from B.C., and 
the Hutterites from the 
Samuels Colony bringing in 
their harvests of fresh veg¬ 
etables. 

At various times the mar¬ 
ket offered everything from 
raspberries, to greenhouse 
produce, to com from the 
Kohut family, he said. 

“So that produce is the 
big draw,” he noted, “but it’s 
always nice to have other 
exhibitors and vendors that 
have either things that they 
are looking to vend later in 


the year or for events. 

“Specifically we’ve had 
single ones come in one 
time to mainly advertise as 
opposed to s»“ll directly and 
that’s an interesting one.” 

One of the challenges of 
holding a farmers’ market 
in Alberta, hi* noted, is the 
requirement to have most 
of it dedicated to items peo¬ 
ple make or produce. 

“And as part of the 
Alberta Association of 
Farmers’ Markets, we’re 
required to have a mini¬ 
mum, over the course of 
the year, 20 per cent has to 
be produce of some sort. 
And it is an interesting one 
for everyone to try and 
meet because in this cli¬ 
mate, produce tends to be 
fairly restricted." 

One of the problems the 
market has been experienc¬ 
ing, he said, it that “you 
need sort of a critical mass 
of vendors to draw people 
in, and you need the people 
to keep the vendors. So 
we’re sitting there right on 
that edge of a few loyal cus¬ 
tomers and a few loyal ven¬ 
dors." 

He said that often, ven¬ 
dors will show up once or 
twice and have no busi¬ 
ness, so they don’t come 
back. 


“And in a few cases, it’s 
unfortunate because, as I 
was telling them when they 
came, you have to be 
known to be there before 
people will come back 
expecting it. If they come 
back iutd don’t find you, 
quite often, they don’t come 
back. 

“So if you skip a week 
even, that’s it, you’ve lost a 
potential customer.” 

The market has been 


having a hard tilin' attract¬ 
ing people. The issue, he 
thinks, is that customers 
have to know that it’s 
tile re, and also have some 
sort of idea of what it has 
and why they would go 
there as opposed to a 
store. 

“So our emphasis is that 
you’re getting local pro¬ 
duce,” said Davidson. 
“You’re getting local people 
that are vending here, and 


you’re seeing some of the 
non-commercial store pro¬ 
duce. We also have some 
that are carrying (specialty) 
products. 

“You are getting things 
that are grown in the area, 
so if you encourage people 
to shop local, you help local 
producers, but it also 
means usually that you’re 
getting a lot fresher food, 
like the Kohut com instead 
of the Taber com." 


He noted that the other 
advantage of buying from 
vendors who are marketing 
at the farmers’ market Is 
“they have a reputation 
very directly and personally 
with the customer. If they 
provide bad produce, the 
word is going to get out 
fast. 

“I don’t think our lack of 
customers is because of 
bad purchases, it’s just peo¬ 
ple don’t know it’s here.”

Justin Thideau 
and the West 

For many commentators 
across the country Justin 
TYudeau’s official entry in the 
Liberal leadership campaign was 
one that lacked substance. 

Sure, they noted, he has the 
legendary name. He is young. He 
is charismatic. And he is fluent in 
both official languages. 

But what of policy? Can the 
new darling of the troubled 
Liberal Party of Canada offer 
something substantive to 
Canadians as they wrestle the 
ongoing trials of the post¬ 
recession era? 

Not at tliis time, no. But opinion makers in the land 
should take note of former Prime Minster Brian 
Mulroney’s words last week. 

“People who underestimate him, they do so at their 
own peril,” said Mulroney. 

He is right. The 40-year-old Thideau has already 
shown political savvy. When he first ran in the 2008 
federal campaign he chose not to enter through a safe 
liberal seat in Quebec. Instead he went straight into the 
separatist heartland. Trudeau chose the riding of 
Papineau that was held by popular Bloc Quebecois MP 
Vivian Barbot, the separatist party’s vice-president. He 
won by more than 1,000 votes. In 2011, Thideau beat off 
the NDP’s Orange Wave and retained his seat by more 
than 4,000 votes. 

The young Trudeau clearly knows how to win. For 
more proof ask Conservative Senator Patrick Brazeau. 
Trudeau beat the odds again by thumping the Tory earli¬ 
er this year in a much-publicized charity boxing match. 

So Trudeau is a winner but what does that mean in the 
West where the Liberals are as credible as Gary Bettman 
is to diehard hockey fans. 

Despite the Liberals’ dreadful record in Alberta for 
more than three decades, provincial voters have proved 
it is not afraid to think outside the box come election 
time. 

Calgary elected Naheed Nenshi as its 36th mayor in 
2010. Nenshi became the first Muslim to become mayor 
of a tn^jor Canadian city. Earlier this year in the provin¬ 
cial election campaign editorial writers had the right- 
wing Wildrose Party as the certain winners. They are 
going to win, said the pundits, because the Tories have 
given up on traditional conservative values and are 
pandering to the left-leaning social reform lobby. 

The Wildrose was not only defeated on election day, 
they were crushed by the Tories who were led by a lady, 
Alison Redford - Alberta’s first woman premier. 

It has been more than 30 years since anger first broke 
out in Alberta over the hated National Energy Program, 
an initiative created by TVudeau’s father. 

The question is now whether Albertans are ready to 
finally forgive the Liberals for perceived misdeeds a 
generation ago. For sure, the Grits certainly have to put 
more than just Trudeau’s pretty face before Alberta’s 
electorate. They have to be organized. This is a party 
that had to parachute a candidate into the Red Deer 
riding late for the last federal election. 

But the Grits have the young TYudeau sizing up 
Alberta within a day of announcing his candidacy. He 
was in Calgary last week ready to roll. 

“I have nothing to do with the National Energy 
Program. I was 10 years old,” said Trudeau of the Issue 
forever casting a shadow over the Grits. 

It was hardly substance but TYudeau did not blow his 
start out of the western gate. 

For the Liberals that can be seen as an accom¬ 
plishment.

Child abuse is a crime 
against community 


While all 
crimes by 
definition 
are wrong, 
child abuse 
is one of 
those 
offences 
that offends 
not only the 
young vic¬ 
tim but in a 
very real 
sense the community at large 
too. 

October is National Child 
Abuse Awareness Month, a time 
set aside to raise awareness of 
issues and to promote action 
aimed at ending such abuse. 

Like all communities in the 
province, the West Central 
Alberta district unfortunately 
continues to see instances of 
child abuse - with the youngest 
and most vulnerable communi¬ 
ty members made victims by 
those they should be able to 
trust and rely upon. 

“The long-term impacts of 
neglect, violence towards chil¬ 
dren and family violence have 
devastating impacts on chil¬ 
dren. All Albertans have a 


responsibility to protect our 
children,” said Dave Hancock, 
minister of human services. 

“We cannot help a child and 
their family if we do not know 
they are having problems. I 
encourage all Albertans to learn 
about t he signs of child neglect 
or abuse and to make that call 
that will enable a family to 
receive the help they need.” 

As Minister Hancock rightly 
says the best way to start the 
process of ending child abuse is 
to know the signs and know 
how to act. There’s no question 
that when it comes to abuse of 
young people by their parents 
and other caregivers, the old 
adage that forewarned is fore¬ 
armed has never been more 
true. 

The Child, Youth and Family 
Enhancement Act defines four 
main types of abuse: neglect, 
emotional injury, physical 
abuse, and sexual abuse. 

Under the act any person who 
has “reasonable and probable 
grounds” to believe that a child 
is being harmed or in danger of 
being harmed by their parent or 
guardian has an obligation to 
report it to the authorities. 


This means that if you believe 
a child has been abandoned, is 
being neglected, physically 
injured, emotionally injured or 
sexually abused, you need to 
call so the situation can be 
assessed. 

Residents can actually be 
fined under the Child, Youth 
and Family Enhancement Act 
for not reporting when a child is 
in need of intervention serv¬ 
ices. 

Obviously, residents don’t 
need the threat of sanctions to 
make them act in defence of 
West Central Alberta kids fac¬ 
ing abuse - law-abiding resi¬ 
dents know that they can and 
will make a difference in a 
young person’s life by reporting 
abuse without delay. 

Anyone suspecting that a 
child is being abused is encour¬ 
aged to call the Child Abuse 
Hotline at 1-800-387-K1DS 
(5437) or 911. 

Child abuse is 100 per cent 
preventable, and that preven¬ 
tion is something that commu¬ 
nity members across West 
Central Alberta should strive to 
make a reality this month and 
throughout the year.

“This appears to be 
phone fraud,” said 
Jacobson. “The individual 
in this case was astute 
enough not to forward any 
money along, anil ran it by 
us instead. We’ve directed 
them not to send any¬ 
thing.” 

He noted that if a person 
wins any sort of prize “you 
don’t have to pay money in 
order to receive what 
you’ve won." 

Sgt. Jacobson likens this 
incident to an email scam, 
adding that “if you haven’t 
entered a contest, how can 
you win anything?” 


RCMP review Annual Performance Plan

The Didshury RCMP is 
halfway through its Annual 
Performance Plan year and 
is making strides towards 
its goals. 

The performance plan 
covers initiatives that 
RCMP view as priorities in 
their area and Didsbury 
Sergeant Jeff Jacobson 
says for the most part, they 
are on track. 

“A lot is going well, a lit¬ 
tle is off target but we’re 
hoping to bring it in line 
before the end of our year," 
he says. 

One of the top priorities 
for officers in the Didsbury 
area is the contribution to 
safe domestic situations. 

“By getting the word of 
our programs out there, 
working with members of 
the media and our partici¬ 
pation in the healthy con¬ 
flict program,” says 
Jacobson. 


Recently Didsbury 
RCMP and representatives 
from Healthy Conflicts and 
Victim Services met with 
media to discuss programs 
iuid solutions for those in 
the community facing a 
domestic violence situa¬ 
tion. 

Another big area of focus 
is being visible in the local 
schools. 

“We are trying to com¬ 
plete 4(H) school patrols, 
walk-throughs and foot 
patrols,” he says. “To date 
we are at 283, so we are 
well on target with that." 

RCMP members are also 
visible in the schools 
through drug presenta¬ 
tions, as a public initiative 
to reduce the abuse of 
drags. 

“For us we will be focus¬ 
ing on the schools and the 
students themselves," he 
says. 

The school year has just 
started, hut Jacobson says 
members are getting more 
requests for the presenta¬ 


tions. So far, officers have 
completed three and have 
a goal of five. 

Jacobson says enhancing 
visibility and involvement 
in the community as a 
whole is a main thrust 
behind their priorities and 
goals. 

Efforts to step up their 
presence within Cremona 
are also being increased. 

So far, officers have done 
48 Cremona patrols, with a 
goal of 250 and have also 
been patrolling the 
Didsbury area. 

The proactive approach¬ 
es seem to be beneficial, he 
said. 

The RCMP have another 
six months to work on 
their target goals and 
Jacobson says officers will 
remain proactive within 
the communities, especial¬ 
ly in traffic enforcement. 

“We are looking at step¬ 
ping up our traffic enforce¬ 
ment to bring it back in line 
with what we’re aiming 
for.”

Every year, fire and life 
safety educators across 
Canada bring important 
safety messages during Fire 
Prevention Week to their 
communities to help pre¬ 
vent fires, deaths, injuries 
and property damage. 

The Office of the Fire 
Commissioner, in partner¬ 
ship with emergency serv¬ 
ices across the province,

Albertans about fire pre¬ 
vention and safety. 

During the ten-year peri¬ 
od between 2001 and 2010, 
the annual number of fires 
reported to the Fire 
Commissioner averaged 
6,539. These fires resulted 
in more than $3.3 billion in 
property losses in total. 
There were an average 30 
deaths per year and 267 
injuries. 

Most fire injuries 
occurred in residential 
properties (70 per cent) 


including one- and two- 
family dwellings and apart¬ 
ments. It Ls clear that most 
fire deaths and injuries hap¬ 
pen in places where 
Albertans feel the safest - 
their homes. 

The major causes of 
home fires in Alberta and 
elsewhere are cooking, 
home heating, smoking, 
electrical and arson/van¬ 
dalism. These and other 
statistics tell us how fires 
start and help us monitor 
trends over time. We can 


learn from fires that have 
happened in the past and 
try to prevent similar fires 
from happening in the 
future. 

In Alberta, Fire 
Prevention Week is sup¬ 
ported by the Office of the 
Fire Commissioner and 
local fire and emergency 
services.

Lome Code worked in Oyen for 10 years as a firefight¬ 
er. 

When he moved to Olds and started working for the col¬ 
lege, he dropped firefighting because of the nature of his 
work. 

“And then Matthew, my son, joined (the Didsbury Fire 
Department) a year ago and he kept after me to come out. 

And honestly, I missed it when I left the department in 
Oyen.” 

Code noted that it’s all about being able to help people 
and giving back to the community. 

“I’ve been here 15 years and coached basketball for 
three years at the high school, but it’s not the same. And 
it takes something special to be a fireman. You gotta be 
able to deal with a lot of stuff that most people don’t nor¬ 
mally see.” 

He noted that as a firefighter in general, his favourite 
part of the job is “being able to help somebody who, say, 
has been in an accident. Being able to calm them and tell 
them ‘you’re going to be OK, we’re going to get you out of 
this, just relax.’ And just being able to see the relief on 
their face when they know somebody is there that is there 
to help them.” 

His safety tip is to check your CO detector, noting that 
they actually have an expiry date on them. 

He says they usually expire every two years, and added 
that they should be cleaned about every month, because 
dust builds up on the sensor and renders the device use¬ 
less. 

“A vacuum is better (than blowing it out). If you blow 
them out, you can damage the circuits themselves. 

“It’s not like the batteries in your smoke detectors that 
are supposed to be changed every few months, depending 


on how often you bum toast .” 

One of the things he likes about the work is the sense of 
camaraderie. 

“You have to trust the guy that’s beside you and stand¬ 
ing behind you, because if something goes wrong, hope¬ 
fully he’s the one that’s going to pull you out. Camaraderie 
and teamwork.”

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Keep your cool when the alarm sounds 

Always have two ways out 


Imagine waking up to hear your smoke 
alarm beeping. You are groggy, confused 
and scared. This is a time when many 
people panic and end up making serious - 
sometimes fatal - mistakes. 

In fact, according to research from the 
Office of the Fire Commissioner, how a 
person reacts in a fire can be the differ¬ 
ence between life and death. 

Approximately 20 per cent of people 
who died in a home fire in a 10-year peri¬ 
od in Alberta did not act when the smoke 
alarm activated. 

Make sure that everyone in your home 
knows exactly what to do when the alarm 
sounds or there is smoke or fire. 

A good escape plan that your family has 
practised will help all to deal with a scary 
situation in a calm and safe manner. 

• Get out quickly if there is a fire 

because fire moves extremely fast. You 
may have only three minutes or less 
before the toxic smoke overtakes you 
(please visit: 

www.3minutedrill.alberta.ca) 

• Teach children to never hide in clos¬ 
ets or under beds. 

• Choose two ways out of every room. 
If heat or smoke blocks the usual fire exit 
(door), then use the second way out 
(another door or a window). 

• Test doors before opening them: 

• Feel the door and look for smoke 
coming in around the edges. 

• If the door is not hot and there is no 


smoke coming in, open it slowly, but be 
prepared to slam it shut if heat or smoke 
rush in. 

• If the door is hot, use your other exit. 

• If you must escape through smoke, 
get low and go under the smoke to the 
nearest exit. Smoke will rise to the ceil¬ 
ing, leaving cooler, cleaner air close to 
the floor. 

• Parents should take into account the 
limitations of young children, the elderly 
or disabled when planning a fire escape. 

• If you live in an apartment building 
and the smoke alarm goes off, only use 
the stairs. Never use an elevator. 

• Choose a family meeting spot, a safe 
distance away from the home. It can be 
as simple as meeting under a neighbour's 
tree. 

• Practice, practice, practice. If your 
family has rehearsed various emergencies 
regularly, you will all know exactly what 
to do if the real thing occurs. 

When you are making your escape plan, 
do not assume young children will be 
woken by a smoke alarm. 

According to recent research, children 
younger than nine years old experience 
the deepest sleep of all groups studied. 

If you have young children at home, it is 
best to practise your home fire escape 
drill during sleeping hours. 

It is an adult’s responsibility to awaken 
young children during a fire emergency 
and get them out safely.

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Leeson joined after graduating high school

Kyle Leeson joined the 
Didsbury Fire 

Department right after 
graduating high school in 
2008. 

He said he was in train¬ 
ing during high school 
and he got his pager right 
after. This summer has 
marked four years on the 
job for him. 

“The reason 1 joined 
was because my dad had 
been on at Olds fire for 30 
years now," said Leeson. 
“And of course, growing 
up with it my whole life, 
you see the good, the bad, 
ami the ugly. 

“I tried to join Olds 
when I was on the farm 
and (my dad) said ‘No, 
you gotta find your own 
way,’ so I said ‘OK, well, 
this is next best place to 
go, because I grew up in 
Didsbury.’” 

He said that as a fire¬ 
man, he sees things that 
nobody would typically 
want to see. 

“Like that mock acci¬ 


dent at the high school - 
that’s as close as you’re 
going to get. It gave me 
the chills just hearing 
those kids screaming 
because that’s exactly 
what you find." 

He said it was cool 
though, when the fire 
department was trying to 
recruit new members at 
the high school a couple 
of days later, because he 
saw guys that were really 
interested. 

Leeson is currently the 
treasurer/secretary at the 
fire department. 

His favourite part about 
being a firefighter is the 
unexpectedness of being 
called into action. 

“For me it’s at 2 in the 
morning, and the pager 
goes off. Just to sit there, 
you’re fast asleep, and 
then that can go off 
across the room and 
you’re up, got your 
clothes on and you go. It 
could be anything.” 

His most memorable 
moment being a firefight¬ 
er happened a couple of 
years ago during a mutual 


aid call with Olds. 

“We got to the house 
fire, place is fully 
engulfed and we got all 
set up. I was one of the 
monitors at the back of 
the house, full pack on, 
full mask on, and I was 
struggling. I couldn’t get 


the line straightened out 
enough and a guy came 
up behind me and he said 
'No. Here. Sit down like 
this.’ Sat me down, pulled 
the hose around, did a 
loop, and I turned around 
and said ‘Oh, hey dad, 
good to see you.’" 


A safety tip that he 
wanted to share doesn’t 
have to do with fire, but is 
a concern for him 
nonetheless: 

“When kids are crossing 
the road, always make 
eye contact with the driv¬ 
er. Kids have tunnel 


vision on - they got the 
earbuds in listening to 
music and walking 
straight, no eye contact. 1 
could come flying into the 
intersection and they’d be 
dead. That’s my biggest 
thing is kids just aren’t 
watching.” 


Derksen joined for the opportunity

Jesse Derksen joined

He is considering 
becoming a firefighter 
as a career and is using 
this as something of a 
stepping stone. 

“Give me a rung,” he 


said, “and I’ll step on it.” 

Being a firefighter 
appeals to him because, 
“I eryoy being able to 
help other people in 
need. I also ei\joy the 
brotherhood. I’ve met a 
whole bunch of new 
people and made some 
great buddies and 
friends along the way.” 

Through his time at 
the fire department, he 
has learned how fragile 
life really is and how 
fast everything can 
change.

Derksen has learned 
how quickly everything 
can change “and to live 
in the moment, because 
it’s the moments now 
that matter.”

“It’s definitely opened 
my eyes to being on the 


rescue side of the situa¬ 
tion, trying to be able to 
experience another per¬ 
son’s emotions and just 
being able to put your¬ 
self in another person's 
shoes in that kind of sit¬ 
uation.” 

His fire safety tip is to 
always have a house¬ 
hold plan. 

“Make sure you have 
fire extinguishers, fire 
alarms, and make sure 
you have a plan in case 
something does go 
down and a fire starts at 
3 a.m.”

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Sr. girls' volleyball tourney

The recent senior girls' 
volleyball tournament 
hosted at Didsbury High 
School brought some of 
the province’s best teams 
to town.

Pool repairs to begin next week

The Didsbury Aquatic 
Centre is now closed for 
regular maintenance, and 
should be up and running 
again near the end of the 
month, according to Karen 
Henry, manager of plan¬ 
ning and infrastructure for 
the town. 

“Once they identified the 
two most critical beams 
that were holding us up 
from keeping it open this 
winter," said Henry, “then 
we had the engineers do up 
tender documents for the 
rehab of those beams.” 

She noted that the 
work will be to sandblast 
the beams, make sure 
there are no unexpected 
surprises, and then weld 
on steel plates to tiring the 
beams back up to strength. 
The contractors will then 
give the beams a roat of 


paint similar to what is 
already on the stairs of the 
slid**. 

“We awarded a contract 
and so we have an outfit 
that is coming Tuesday, 
(Oct. 9) to set up scaffold, 
they’ll sandblast and the 
engineers should be in to 
have a look at the exposed 
beams around the 15th, 
and then we’ll have that 
week to get the steel work 
done.” 

Which should give them 
enough time, she added, so 
that if there is something 
other than what they 
expected, they can modify 
their plan accordingly, 
because there is time to do 
that. 

“The following week, 
they will give them another 
sandblasting to prep them 
for paint and do the vari¬ 
ous coats of primer and 
paint and then the last 
week of October they’ll 


take t It** scaffold down and 
we should be able to gel up 
and operating again.” 

Right now, the pool is 
undergoing regular mainte¬ 
nance and the real work 
will start shortly. 

At one point, said Henry, 
the maintenance was going 
to he done in the beginning 
of September, but they put 
off their closure until they 
can do it the same time as 
the beams are being done. 

The original engineer’s 
report said that the pool 
had to be done by the end 
of September, Henry 
noted. 

“And with the rain and 
snow we’ve had these past 
couple of days, they were 
pretty bang on. 

“So we are closed, but 
we do have our solution 
and the various trades are 
booked.” 

The cost for the work, 
she added will be $72,000 
for construction, not 
including the engineering 
costs. 

“But that’s where council 
approved $100,000 from 


reserves, so I think that 
will cover everything, 
even if we find something 
different." 

Because one company 
can really only do the 
painting, and tin* other one 
could only do the steel 
work, Henry said sin* put 
two and two together and 
they have now teamed up 
to complete the work. 

Hall Industrial Con¬ 
tracting will be the general 
contractor that organizes 
the project, also taking 
care of the painting, she 
said, and Standard West 
Steel Ltd. will be taking 
care of the steel work. 

“It did work out," said 
Henry. “Not in the time 
frame we were hoping, so 
we’re just a couple weeks 
off, but for an emergency 
repair, given the trades’ 
availability. I’m happy with 
it.” 

The town has not yet 
heard back about the pos¬ 
sibility of a grant from the 
government to share the 
total costs 50-50 at this 
point in time, she noted.
